One-half fresh cocoanut, 2 sour ap 


pies, 1 cup celery, 2 small onions, 2 
sweet green peppers, 1 tablespoon 
minced parsely, French dressing. 


Grate cocoanut. Pare and chop ap- 
ples. Chop celery. 
Mince onions. 
Remove seeds and -white fibre from 
peppers and chop. 
Toss these in- 
redients with parsley 
until well 


mixed. 
Pour 
over 4 tablespoons 
French dressing. Put in a covered 
bowl and chili. Serve in a lettuce 
leaf. 


Cocoanut Drop Cookies. 


Two eggs (whites), 1 !•- cups su- 
gar, C-4 cup grated cocoanut. 1 ta- 
blespoon cornstarch, 1 teaspoon va- 
nilla, 1-8 teaspoon salt. 
Beat whites of eggs till stiff with 


2 tablespoons water. Beat in sugar. 
Put in a double boiler over hot wa- 
ter. When luke warm add cocoanut, 
cornstarch and vanilla. Drop from a 
teaspoon onto a buttered and floured 
baking sheet. Bake in a slow oven 
for twenty minutes.

One and one-half sups milk, 1-2 


cup cream, 1-2 cup sugar, 1-8 teas- 


poon salt, 3 tablespoons cornstarch, 
3 eggs (whites), 1-2 cup grated cocoa- 
nut. 


Dissolve cornstarch in a little cold 


milk, add sugar to remaining milk. 
Scald milk and when at the boiling 
point, stir in cornstarch and cook to 
a smooth paste. 
Beat whites of 
?ggs to a stiff froth. Stir into milk 
mixture and coox three 
minutes. 


Add cocoanut. Chill and serve with 
boiled custard made with the yolks 
of the eggs. 


Cocoanut Pie. 


One small cocoanut, 2 cups milk, 


3-4 cup sugar, 3 eggs, 1-2 teaspoon 
salt, 6 tablespoons powdered sugar. 


Grate cocoanut. 
Beat 
yolks of 
eggs with sugar, stir in cocoanut 
and stir in milk. 
Pour into a pan 


lined with pastry and bake in a 
slow 
oven for forty-five or fifty 


minutes. 


Beat whites of eggs, till stiff and 


dry. Beat in sugar and spread over 
pio. Bake ten minutes in a moder- 
ate oven to brown the top.

heads endive, pickled beet, salt and 
pepper, oil and vinegar, mayonnaise. 


Clean roe and cook in boiling salt-

Put in cold water for 
two minutej and drain asain. Dry 
between 
towels 
and cut in thin 


slices. 
Season well with salt and 


pepper, sprinkle lightly with vine- 
gar and pour over oil to moisten. 


Cover and let stand on ice for two

serve. 


Scallop Salad. 


One pint scallops, 1-2 cup diced 
celery, 1 tablespoon 
grated onion, 


mayonnaise, lettuce. 


Clean scallops and cook in boiling 


salted water for 15 minutes. Drain 
and cover with the juice of one lem 
on. Let stand one hour. If scallops 
are large cut in small pieces before 
marinating In lemon juice. 


Mix celery and fish and grate over 


onion. Arrange on lettuce and mask 
with mayonnaise.

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ILEGAL POINTS FOR 


AUTOMOBILE OWNER 


[Risks Involved In Giving 


Notes 
for 


On Car. 


Payments 


1 otSi 


(By SAMUEL WANT.) 


An automobile dealer was Indicted 


in New York a few days ago in con- 
nection with notes which he took 
for payments due on cars sold by 
him. 
It Is claimed that when he 


sold cars on the instalment plan he 
took notes from the purchasers, dis- 
counted these notes with a banking 
_house, then, collected the payments, 
''nd pocketed them. When the notes 
tame due the makers were called on 
for payment by the banking house, 
and' thus the facts came to light. 


There is a vital lesson in this case 
; for purchasers of cars who are called 
upon to give notes to cover deferred 


: payments, whatever may prove to 
' be the truth as to the charge* 
: against the dealer in question. 


The law Is very clear to the effect 


S that the holder of a note who bought 


the same in the ordinary course of 
business is entitled to collect the 
same, regardless Of any claims which 
the maker of the note may be able 
to set up against the original payee 
—the dealer. If the dealer has given 
a warranty or other special contract, 
or if he has already collected part of 
all of the amount due on the note, 
these facts cannot be relied upon as 
against the bona fide holder of the 
note. 


Protection against this risk Is at 


forded only when the following pre- 
cautions are taken (1) all agreements 
upon which the purchaser relies as 
the basis of his purchase should 
either be embodied in the notes ver-. 
batim. or else should be covered by 
a reference in the notes to the con- 
tract of purchase as a part of the 
transaction expressed by the notes; 
(2) no payment should be made on 
such notes unless the purchaser sees 
that they ^re written on the back of 
the notes as credits, and no final 
settlement should be made unless the 
notes are returned, msrked paid or 
otherwise cancelled: (3) the amount 
if each note should be perforated 
V otherwise impressed on the 
in- 


strument by a check protector or 
other similar device. 


Of course, where the dealer is a. 


man of unquestionable responsibility I 
Ihes precautions may appear super-- 
flous. but lawyers learn only too 
well that it is the man who lias the 
complete confidence of another tbat_ 
most frequently is caught in thef 
meshes of the law, with consequent! 
loss to the people who dealt with r 
him. 


This is not an idictrnent of dealers 


in general.The observance of pre- 
cautions which the courts have de- 
clared to be esential to safety will 
be endorsed by all reliable business 
men. They will be the first to con- 
cede the 
propriety of protecting 


every purchaser against unscrupu- 
lous dealing, regardless of the in- 
herent necessity of this protection 
in the given case. 


A recent Michigan case shows the 


•jlasticity of the law in meeting spec- 
ial situations. 
A manufacturer of 


a well-known car which was being 
sold for it in Detroit by a deiler de- 
cided to handle its Bales on its own 
account. It proposed to its dealer to 
buy out his stock and fixtures and 
also his lease. 
The lease was ex- 


tremely valuable owing to the fact 
that the premises had been success- 
fully used for many years in the 
sale of the particular car. A price 
was agreed upon—admittedly a ridic- 
ulously low price—and subsequently 
1he dealer repented of his deal untl 
bis Renerosity and refused to com- 
ply with his contract. He preferred 
to be sued and to pay the necessary 


.mages. 
But the law stenped in 


went much further. 
Through 
the remedy known to Jawyers as 
"specific performance," 
the court 


ordered the dealer to comply :n 
terms with the specific provisions of 
bis agreement. The evidence shown! 
that under the special circumstances 
of sucli a case it would be impossible 
to estimate on any mathematical 
basis the amount of loss that fio 
manufacturer would sustain as a re- 
sult of the breach of contract, ,"nrl 
the court decided that upon tivs 
ground the dealer should be com- 
pelled to make j-ood by the only otlu-r 
avenue available—specific perform- 
ance of his contract. 


This case illustrates the legal rule 


that a man cannot escape, perform- 
ance of his contract simply because 
it works out to his great loss or be- 
cause he has made a gross mistake 
or has acted ver> improvidently". Of 


course, if he were imposed upon 
through fraud, this would alter the 
situation. 


A recent Ohio case disposes of a 


problem that gives a great deal of 
trouble in the trial of automobile ac- 
cident 
cases 
involving defective 
strets or other external conditions. 
In this case an accident had resulted 
from the alleged negligence of the 
county authorities in failing to keep 
the roads in proper condition. The 
suit was against the county. The 
motorists, for the purpose of show- 
ing the county recognized the de- 
fective' condition of the road in ques- 
tion at the time of the accident. 
wanted to prove that after the acci- 
dent the county immediately got 
busy and repaired the alleged de- 
fects. 
Such 
evidence 
would 
un- 


doubtedly have considerable weight 
with a Jury, where the county denies 
that the road was not properly main- 
tained, but the court decided that 
such evidence is not permissible. 


The reasons for the court's ruling 


are sound. It points out that if such 
evidence were admitted, that fact 
would always deter counties 
from 


making improvements, while litiga- 
tion is pending, for they would fear 
that their activity in this direction 
would be evidence against them. 
Also, the courts said, such evidence 
would have a tendency to divert the 
minds of the jury from their primary 
duty to reach a conclusion upon .-ill 
the evidence in the case, rather than 
upon inferences from indirect facts. 


In a recent New York case a mo- 


tor transfer company was sued for 
its failure to deliver a package. The 


evidence indicated that the package 
had.been stolen by one of the com- 
pany's employes. 
It also appeared 


that the shipper had grossly under- 
valued his package, so as to avoid 
the extra charges that would have 
been payable upon a proper valua- 
tion. 
Upon this state of facts the 


court decided that the motor com- 
pany could not be held responsible 
for the full value of the package. 


In contrast to the preceding case 


the Michigan Supreme Court re- 
cently decided that under ordinary 
conditions a motor transfer company 
is liable for the full value Of goods 
entrusted to it for shipment and lost 


in tnu.sit, notwithstanding the fact 
that on the back of the receipt given 
tho shipper there is an express limi- 
tation of the company's liability to a 
givfn amount, this amount being 
loss ihaii the value of the goods in 
the particular case.

MODERN "FORTY-NINER- 
FINDS SILVER MINES 


IN WASTE OF MOVIES. 
How a modern "Forty-niner" dim- 


covered 
that every 
motion-pictures 


studio is a small silver mine, and as 
a result has taken 5315,000 worth Of 
silver ingots from the wash water* 
of movie camps at Hollywood. Calif., 
in a single year, as told in the April' 
issue of Popular Science Monthly. 
"Twa years ago the film producer* 


were dumping the stale hypo fixing 
baths from their darkrooms into-th«. 
city sewers," says Popular Science 
Monthly. Then came the twentieth* 
century miner, with a business prop- 
osition that is yielding some studio* 
as much as $3500 a month for what 
was formerly worthless. 


"The silver O'Neil salvages from 


sewage was once the vital element 
of motion-picture film. 
Film comes 


from a pulp of cotton made by a 
chemical process and treated with 
camphor, which is rolled into it un- 
der pressure. 
The makers apply to 


one side of the film a thin layer of 
gelatine, mixed with finely divided, 
colloidal silver bromide. 
When an 


exposure is made, the light striking 
the film changes the silver bromide 
into metallic silver. 


"When the film is developed, hypo 


is used to dissolve the excess silver 
bromide on the film. 
This process 


results In washing off into the hypo 
bath half the silver salts originally 
held in the emulsion. 


"The development of 1,000,000 feet 


of film 
leaves 
approximately ' 800 
ounces of silver in the hypo. 
Im- 


mense tanks of hypo used by the 
studios have to be changed frequent- 
ly because they become weakened by 
being 
saturated with 
silver salts. 
From 
these 
waste 
solutions Mr. 


O'Neil recovers 8000 ounces of pure 
silver a month."
